Spanish Sstenies 
Used “Cob Money”

The term “cob money” refers 
to the crude gold or silver coins 
issued in the Spanish colonies of 
the New World, in Mexico and 
South America, more than 200 
years ago.

The coins 
were made by slicing off parts 
of a metal bar. This, naturally 
resulted in irregular’ borders, 
and made it easy for many to|four real coins, 
clip or shave them. cobs, two reals. 
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TREASURY DEPARTMENT, WASHINGTON, D. C. 
SECRET SERVICE CHIEF RECEIVES HIGH AWARD 
FROM SECRETARY DILLON 

Treasury Secretary Douglas Dillon today conferred the Depart- 
ment’s most coveted honor — the Exceptional Service Award — 
upon U. E. Baughman, retiring Chief of the U. S. Secret Service, 
calling him “one of the world’s best and most successful law en- 
forcement officers.” 

The award was made by Secretary Dillon at 12:30 p.m. today, 
with Secret Service and Treasury representatives and members of 
Chief Baughman’s family present. 

The Treasury’s Exceptional Service Award — manifested by a 
gold medal, a lapel device and an inscribed certificate signed by the 
Secretary of the Treasury — is conferred only upon those Treasury 
employees who distinguish themselves by exceptionally valuable 
service within or beyond their required duties. 

Among the standards for this award are two which Chief 
Baughman has particularly displayed during his 13-year term as 
head of the Secret Service, Secretary Dillon said. These are demen- 
strations of outstanding courage and voluntary risk of personal 
safety in the face of danger, and the development and improve- 
ments of methods and procedures which accomplished extraordinary 
results for the Treasury Department. 

Secretary Dillon said Chief Baughman’s best known job was 
that of protecting the President. 

“You and your agents have carried out this exacting assign- 
ment in more corners of the globe than during any other compara- 
ble period. 

“The proof of how well you have done your job is clear: al- 
though they have been subjected to threats and even attacks, 
your distinguished charges have come through safe and unharmed.” 

Secretary Dillon congratulated Chief Baughman for his contri- 
butions to the Secret Service in less dramatic but none the less 
effective ways. The development and use of new detection techni- 
ques has resulted in tighter enforcement during a period character- 
ized by a sharply rising crime rate, including those crimes con- 
nected with counterfeiting and forgeries of money, Government 
checks, bonds and other securities, which are the special responsi- 
bilities of the Secret Service. Also, Chief Baughman has launched 
new and more intensified training programs for members of the 
Secret Service. 

The Tresaury head also praised the Chief for promoting closer 
cooperation with local and State enforcement agencies within the 
United States, and effective coordination with world-famous police 
organizations of other nations. 

The Treasury Secretary concluded by telling Chief Baughman 
he had ‘earned the respect and admiration of the men you have led.”

In the usual try there is a cupping in of the 
field about. The buffing has gone a bit too deep and wide, disturb- 
ing the sprig of grass to the front. A comparison with the real Mc- 
Coy usually shows too complete a removal. 

_ Of course, there are other tell-tales to determine the genuine 

coin. The buffalo’s head is smaller and the two hind legs are thinner 
and less rounded out. There is a faint showing of the hoof. These 
are the essentials. 
Few coins in the annuals of Red Book history have advanced 
in price as has the three-legged variety of the 1937-D Buffalo Nickel. 
The first and second edition (1947 and 1948) failed to recognize and 
list the item. Moving up to the seventh edition, for joint portions of 
the years, 1954 and 1955, the following listings are given: good, 
$1.75; fine, $3.00; uncirculated, $10.00. The ninth edition, 1956, lists 
the prices respectively, $3.00, $6.00 and $15.00. The 13th edition, 
1960, lists the item respectively, $8.00, $15.00 and $42.50, sandwich- 
ing in the extra fine condition at $25.00, with the caution, “Beware 
of counterfeits (removed leg)”. The 14th edition, 1961, lists the 
item respectively, $10.00, $16.50, $30.00, and $50.00, with caution, 
“Beware of removed leg.” 

Present coin values simply stagger the imagination of those 
who have collected for a number of years. In main, the scarcity rat- 
ing of certain items has increased a thousand-fold due to the 
growing number of new collectors. It is frightening to figure today’s 
profit on genuine, uncirculated 3-leggers that we bought three for a 
dollar when the item first became noticeable.

SHEEP RANCH CALIFORNIA 
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New U. S. Stamps Out Soon Will 
Honor Naval Aviation, Nursing 


Four new United States com- 
memorative stamps recommend- 
ed by the Citizens’ Stamp Advis- 
ory Committee will be issued 
soon by the Post Office Depart- 
ment. 

The four stamps will honor the 
o0th anniversary of naval avia- 
tion, the 50th anniversary of the 
workmen’s compensation law, the 
centenary of the birth of Artist 
Frederic Remington, and_ the 
100th anniversary of the nursing 
profession. 

The naval aviation stamp will 
be issued Aug. 20 to coincide 
with the meeting of the Institute 
of Aerospace Sciences-Navy in 
San Diego. A stamp to be issued 
on Labor Day will be dedicated 
in Milwaukee and will mark the 
anniversary of the effective date 
of the first successful workmen’s 
compensation legislation, passed 
in Wisconsin in 1911. 


Will Honor Remington 


Remington, known for his art 
work on the American West, will 
be honored Oct. 4 with a multi- 
colored stamp featuring one of 
his outstanding paintings. It will 
be the first multi-colored repro- 
duction of a piece of fine art on 
an American postage stamp. 


The multi-colored stamp honor- 
ing the nursing profession stems 
from the time in 1861 when for- 
malized training for nurses in 
professional schools began in this 
country. The time, place and de- 
sign of the stamp will be an- 
nounced later. 


In addition to these 4 stamps, 
the Post Office Department pro- 
mises that there will be 2 more 
commemorative issues this year, 
bringing the total new stamp 
issue in 1961 to 15. 


¢ BOOK REVIEW °¢ 


Standard Catalogue of Canadian Coins, Tokens and Paper Money, 
Fully Illustrated, 1670 to Date (Tenth Edition, 1962), by J. E. 
Charlton, Racine, Wisconsin; Whitman Publishing Company, 
126 pages, $1.00 in the U.S., $1.25 in Canada. 


Mr. Charlton’s tenth edition, the polished and definitive work 
one would expect it to be, is off the press, and a first reaction must 
be to marvel at the growth of this publication and of Canadian 
numismatics in the turbulent decade that these ten editions repre- 
sent. It seems clear that the two have gone hand in hand, that the 
first “Charlton” placed Canadian collecting on a sensible foundation, 
and that subsequent editions have improved on modest beginnings 
developed pricing to a fine art, and attracted ever-growing numbers 
to the numismatic fold. 

Such developments clearly have shaped the new tenth edition, 
the third to be superbly produced by the well-known Racine firm. 
The new, low retail prices, the publisher states are simple facts of 
practical economics: huge press runs on the new edition have 
permitted reduction in the unit cost to the level of the book’s Ameri- 
can counterpart. The buoyant economy and high interest in Cana- 
dian numismatics are reflected in the advanced price listings, but 
cutbacks are indicated where the previous year’s market proved 
somewhat out of hand, notably on certain key silver dollars. Else- 
where the rule of thumb that choice specimens of the scarce dates 
and varieties imply record high prices has continued to be borne out. 
(The two favourites of misguided change searchers, the 1921 5 cents 
and 50 cents, list at $1,100 and $4,000, respectively.) The catalogue 
quotes mint statistics and values for five grades of the classic 
token, the decimal sequences, and the government paper currency 
of Canada, including Newfoundland. 

The table of contents is in line with what Mr. Charlton consid- 
ers the collecting interests of ninety per cent of his potential read- 
ers. His aim, he acknowledges in correspondence, is “to concentrate 
on the decimal] coinage, popular tokens, and government notes, to im- 
prove on the illustrations and text, to revise the values each year, 
and to keep down the cost of the book.” Virtually all of the line 
drawings of earlier catalogues have been replaced by photographs 
in the tenth edition: the few remaining “have not yet become avail- 
able for photography” (offering interesting insight into the rarity 
and desirability of certain key tokens), but the publisher hopes to 
complete the photographic treatment in the next edition. 

The book sets out to be compact, inexpensive, easy to work 
with — and admirably succeeds. The experienced collector will find 
himself working with a familiar and quite indispensible tool; the 
newcomer will have a highly authoritative sourcebook on the prin- 
cipal varieties of the most popular Canadian series. Mr. Charlton’s 
unparalleled experience with contemporary Canadian numismatics 
couple with the Whitman imprint and a distinguished panel of con- 
tributors in assuring a truly definitive work, with authoritative 
pricing. 

The quite unprecedented popular interest in Canadian numisma- 
tics, in Canada, in the United States, and in Commonwealth nations 
guarantee the new “Charlton” the reception it so fully deserves.

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Danegeld, The Tribute Coin 


By ARTHUR F. GIERE 


The Danegeld is the tribute penny which was a well-known coin 
in Europe in the year 1000 A.D. during the reign of Aethelred II. 
It was a metal coin somewhat larger than our present United States 
dime and it was also thicker. On one side of this coin was the im- 
pression of a Maltese cross and on the other side, a bust of Aethel- 
red II. There were various other designs, too. Enormous quantities 
of this coin were struck and circulated; they were usually minted 
in denominations of 1 or 2 shillings. 


How did these coins come to be called Danegeld or Danegold? 
This word is made up of two parts. The word Dane which means 
Danes and other Scandinavians and the German word geld which 
means to yield or emasculate, and later on this came to be known 
as a coin or tribute money. 


Danegeld was really a land tax originally levied on the English 
Viking invaders. It was in operation for about 200 years and was 
assessed on the annual basis. 


The tax was originally 1 shilling and later doubled to 2 shillings 
on “every hide of land.” A hide of land was enough land to support 
a family; the quantity of land varied with the nature of the soil 
and the different periods, as from 80 to 120 acres. In the Domesday 
Book, a normal hide was 120 acres. In fact, it was defined in the law 
books by early authorities as the amount of land that one ox could 
plow in a year. 


King Aethelred II was king of England and he was often sur- 
named “The Unready” because he foolishly gave away money to 
the invading hordes of Danes; he lacked good judgment and he 
was a coward. 


In the last part of the 10th century, the Danes and Vikings 
renewed their effort to lambaste the English with great fury. Rather 
than fight them the king began the practice of buying off the 
Danes with money. 


After repeated payments of tribute money, he effected a gen- 
era] massacre of the Danes in England. Such revenge only rendered 
his enemies more violent. Later the Danes carried fire and sword 
throughout the whole country. However, they were again bribed 
to depart, but the Danes obliged the nobles to swear allegiance to 
King Swend as King of England, while the coward Aethelred fled 
to Normandy with his family. When King Swend died, Aethelred 
returned and he married this gentleman’s widow. His reign is 
described as the worst and the most shameful in English history. 
Later the King of England known as Canute, came upon the throne 
and he was a man of much force and energy. He was not only King 
of England but of Denmark, a part of Sweden and at last of Nor- 
way. 


The best known story of Canute is that of his ordering the sea 
to obey him and it is told by an old monk named Henry of Hunting- 
don. One day, as the story goes, Canute sat down in a chair upon 
the beach below the highwater mark, and bade the tide stop ris- 
ing. “O sea, I am thy lord. My ships sail over thee whither I will, 
and this land against which thou breakest is mine. Stay thou thy 
waves, and dare not to wet the feet of thy lord and master.” 


But the ocean tide kept on, and it wet the royal feet before 
they could get out of the way; and it is said that Canute was so 
humbled that he never wore his crown again. 


The great poet Rudyard Kipling wrote a poem about this mat- 
Here it is: 


It is always a temptation to a rich and lazy nation, 

To puff and look important and to say: 

“Though we know we should defeat you, we have not the 
time to meet you. 

We will therefore pay you cash to go away.”

And that is called paying the Dane-geld; 
But we've proved it again and again, 
That if once you have paid him the Dane-geld 
You never get rid of the Dane. 


It is wrong to put temptation in the path of any nation, 
For fear they should succumb and go astray; 

So when you are requested to pay up or be molested, 
You will find it better policy to say: 


“We never pay anyone Dane-geld, 
No matter how trifling the cost; 

For the end of that game is oppression and shame, 
And the nation that plays it is lost!”

Washington Born Feb. 11, 1732 

Joseph Fleming of Bloomfield, 
N. J. reports the omission of 1833 
Large and Small letter cents in 
the new edition of the Red Book. — 

The Whitman Publishing Co. 
states this was a typographical 
error and the variety will be list- 
ed in the next edition. 

They go on to relate an inter- © 
esting story concerning George 
Washington. The Washington 
pieces claim that Washington 
was born on Feb. 11th, 1732. It 
seems that in 1582 there was a 
difference of ten days between 
the Julian and tropical year, and 
Pope Gregory XIII ordered Oct. 
5th should be called Oct. 15th — 
and every fourth year thereafter — 
should be a leap year. 

This new Gregorian calendar — 
was not in use in Britain and our 
country until 1752. This change — 
in the calendar accounts for the 
fact that although Washington — 
was born on Feb. 11, 1732, his 
birthday is celebrated on Febru-— 
ary 22nd according to our use of © 
the Gregorian calendar today. _ 
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COLLECTOR’S CROSS COUNTRY SURVEY 
FINDS 1955-S CENT SCARCE 


During a recent trip to California, I was so intrigued by the 
difference in distribution between the coins on the west coast and 
those in the Delaware Valley around Philadelphia that I decided to 
make a study of this. I therefore obtained 2,000 pennies from banks 
in San Francisco and compared them with a similar number from 
banks in Philadelphia. All coins were in non-reusable paper wrappers 
guaranteeing that they had not been touched subsequent to wrap- 
ping by the bank. To double-check that these pennies had not been 
sorted, I sorted them in batches of 500 and compared each lot with 
the others statistically. All tests indicated that these coins were re- 
presentative of those in general circulation in the areas from which 
they were purchased. 


The comparative distributions are given in the accompanying 
table. The difference is striking, particularly in the “S” mints. I re- 
call vividly how much I searched before I found my first 1955-S 
penny. Here, in only 2,000 pennies, I found 8 of these, all in fine 
condition or better. 


A similar situation exists in those coins minted before 1941. 
Although only 63 of these were found on the West coast, compared 
to 180 on the East coast, the 63 contained 33, or more than half, 
that were “D” or “S’’. By contrast the 180 from the East contained 
only 2, a 1940-D and a 1936-S. Although no key dates were found, 
it appears obvious that one’s chances of finding a 1909-S or 1931-S 
would be much better in coins from the West than those from the 
East. 


This data indicates that pennies tend to stay pretty much in 
one place. Even after 20 years, relatively few “S” and “D” mints 
have made their way to the East, and not many more “P” coins 
have reached the West, in spite of the larger number that were 
placed in circulation in the years prior to 1941. 


This picture is obscured by the discontinuance of the San Fran- 
cisco mint, and the shipping of coins minted in Denver to the East 
coast, so the Philadelphia mint could concentrate on foreign coinage. 
Comparing the pictures prior to 1956 makes this somewhat clearer. 
Only 15 “S” coins reached the East Coast, while 499 are in circula- 
tion on the West coast where they were introduced. 


The coin collector who likes to find his own coins by searching 
through coins in circulation would do well to try coins from other 
parts of the country. One way of doing this might be for coin clubs 
in widely separated sections of the country to “trade” bags of un- 
sorted coins. I can assure them it will be a rewarding experience!

If you are interested in acquir- 
ing a set of coins which have to 
do with religion, you may still 
compile a good collection includ- 
ing ancient pieces, for a moder- 
ate price. 

An arrangement of such speci- 
mens would be an asset to any 
collection, and nice exhibition 
material especially when used 
with the historic background of 
each coin. 


Types available include the 
“Thirty Pieces of Silver’ shekel 
for which Judas betrayed Christ 
(Mat. 27:5); the Widow’s Mite 
(Mark 12:41-44); the famous Tri- 
bute Penney (Mat. 22:15-22), and 
even the type taken from the 
Fish’s Mouth. (Mat. 17:24-27). 

Books with helpful information 
include “Coins of Bible Days,” 
“Coins of the Popes,” “Christian 
Teaching of Coin Mottoes,” 
“Coins & Christianity,” and Han- 
dy Guide to Jewish Coins.” 

There are also pieces bearing 
portraits of Christ, and later 
specimens show the hand of God 
extending a crown over the heads 
of some Christian emperors. 


The first such portrait is to be 
found on a gold coin from the 
first reign of Justinian II, 686-695 
A.D. Another is the Viennese 10 
ducats of 1600 which is one of 
the most artistic pieces of that 
period. It bears the inscription 
“Salvator Mundi” or savior of 
the world. Also, St. John’s bap- 
tism of Christ is represented on 
the carlino, a Florentine silver 
coin issued in 1503-4. 


The first dated coin issued by 
Christians was struck in 1251 by 
the Crusaders, but the inscrip- 
tions and dates were in Arabic. 
so the coin bore no numerals. 
The first coins dated in Roman 
numerals were issued in 1412 at 
Aix-la-Chapelle, which is now in 
France.

DESIGNER WILL PROVIDE 
FREE SAMPLE 


“A possible new look in paper 
currency’ was unveiled before 
the Pacific Coast Numismatic 
Society at its July meeting. 
Speaking in San Francisco, Mon- 
treal numismatist Harold Don 
Allen displayed the “Improved 
Reversible Paper Money” which 
a Quebec Province pharmicist 
has been petitioning the Bank of 
Canada to adopt. 


Allen said that he had become 
interested in the project of Hull, 
Quebec drug store owner Rene 
Laflamme when he encountered 
a Canadian Press dispatch de- 
scribing the “new look” money 
which Laflamme had _ been 
handing out to members of par- 
liament and other influential 
Canadians. The “reversible cur- 
rency”, an adaptation of the 
Bank of Canada design which 
presents essentially the same ap- 


pearance back or front, right- 
side-up or upside-down, was 
copyrighted by Laflamme as an 
unpublished work of art, and 
4,500 specimens were run off, on 
four shades of tinted security 
paper. 


Allen told the San Francisco 
group, during an address on the 
development of monetary forms, 
that Laflamme’s invention was 
being viewed at a numismatic 
meeting for the first time, but 
that the pharmicist already had 
received some 2,500 letters re- 
questing specimens of his work. 


He said that he was “not at 
all certain that Canada’s con- 
servative central bank” would 
“go along with the plan”, but 
that the notes, at any rate, 
would be of distinct collector in- 
terest in years to come. Free 
samples could be obtained (for 
an addressed, stamped envelope), 
the group was informed, by writ- 
ing Laflamme at 44 Eddy Street, 
Quebec, Canada.

Furthermore the 1945 micro “‘s’” dimes were minted 15 years 
ago and are not available by the bag and roll as the 1960 small 
dates are. 

Your article says, quote “Obviously this matter wasn’t given 
proper consideration.” That is not true, as they are very much in 
demand and am sure they will stay in the Redbook. Your prices are 
way off as per the Redbook & present market prices, as listing in 
“CPM” page 11 shows them $7.00 in unc. (which is an obsolete price) 
as I’ve seen a lot of them change hands for $10.00 to $17.50 each 
and would say present market price is a strong $15.00 average, as 
aa Coin Shop ad. on page 32 of “Coin World” is of July 

The 1945-micro “s” dimes are hard to buy in quantity, even in 
circulated condition and if you want proof of this fact I will be glad 
to supply the pertinent information, as I’ve. been trying to buy 
them in all conditions for the past year or so (which naurally was 
prior to the time of the announcement that they would be in the new 
Redbook) and now they are tougher yet. 

These dimes will be just as much of a necessity for a complete 
set of Mercury dimes as is the 42/41 overdate.

I believe 
it would be to my advantage for this coin to be listed and popular 
as I have two rolls and my advertising would increase. But my 
first duty is to our readers and collectors to voice my opinion and 
truth.

The Coin and Currency Institute, Inc., of New York and California has been appointed sole national dis- 
tributor of this medal, which commemorates officially the centennial of the Civil War. 


It will be available in both bronze and silver about May 31, 1961. 


The medal which is 2%” in size, is being issued under authority of the Civil War Centennial Commission, 
which was created by Act of Congress. The medal will be struck by the Medailic Art Company from designs 


and sculptor’s models that have been approved by the U.S. Government Fine Arts Commission in Washington, 
Bc. 


As can be seen from the above illustration, the obverse bears the portraits of General Ulysses $. Grant and 
General Robert E. Lee. The reverse shows the seal of the Civil War Centennial Commission, having as its 
main theme, a Union and Confederate soldier. The medal will be sold in its own specially made container and 
will come with a printed, informative leaflet. 


In addition to the bronze medal, there will be an issue of pure silver medals, which will be limited to 
25,000 serially numbered pieces. The purity of the silver will be greater than .999. 


The official prices of the Civil War Centennial Medal are as follows: 


The Bronze medal $ 4.00 
The pure silver medal 30.00 


(Please note: Because of the limited issue the silver medals are offered subject to being sold out. Those wish- 
ing a silver medal should place their order now. Earlier this year many thousands were disappointed when their 
orders for silver Inaugural medals were placed too late. Because of the overwhelming national interest in the 
Civil War, it is expected that the silver medals will be quickly sold out.) 


The bronze and silver medals will be available about May 31, 1961 at your local coin and stamp dealer, 
department store coin counters, hobby shops etc., or you may write to either our New York or California office.
